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DETAILED ACTION 



Notice to Applicant (s) 



1 . This action is responsive to the following communications: Response filed on 
9/18/03. 

2. This application has been reconsidered. Claim 1 is pending. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Smith 
(US 6,441 .920) in view of Laverty et al. (Laverty) (US 6,559,966). 

With regard to claim 1, Smith discloses a raster image processing (RIP) (col 5, 
lines 21-49), software application (RIPs 34) adapted for use on a networked computer 
(front ends 40 connected to computer network 35) (col 5, line 66 - col 6, line 9), coupled 
to a plurality of networked printers (out put devices 46) (col 6, lines 34-39). 

Smith differs from claim 1 in that he does not clearly teach the software 
application adapted to: receive a print job; parse the print job into one or more print 
pieces; load balance the print pieces among the printers based on color use and print 
speed; and provide a list of the printers that received the print pieces. 

Laverty discloses a multiple print engine system that includes said filter parsing 
said job into one or more print pieces; and forwarding said print pieces to said one or

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more designated printers; load balance the print pieces among the printers based on 
color use and print speed; and provide a list of the printers that received the print pieces 
(col 11, lines 19-48). 

Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention to have modified Smith to include the software application adapted to: 
receive a print job; parse the print job into one or more print pieces; load balance the 
print pieces among the printers based on color use and print speed; and provide a list of 
the printers that received the print pieces as taught by Laverty. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have modified 
Smith by the teaching of Laverty to balance the load on each print server as taught by 
Laverty in col 11, lines 19-48. 



5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 is have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
